Budget provisions 
are always carefully guarded unti! the 
Minister of Finance makes his speech, 
but it may be assumed that the budget 
will practically be balanced. There 
may even be a small surplus, with all 
that that means to the counttry’s cre- 
dit at home and abroad. The rumour 
persists that there will be very little 
change in rates of taxation. Income 
taxes are almost certain to remain at 
present levels. The government has 
been pressed by some members to 


lower the sales tax rate, and by Wes- 


tern members to decrease or elimin- 


ate tariffs on agricultural machinery. | 


Whether these suggestions will be 
followed is unknown, but it is pretty 
certain now that the main tariff chan- 
ges which will be brought into force 
under the new treaty with the United 
States will not appear in the budget. 
This depends on how the officials ne- 
gotiating the pact at Washington get 
along. The government of the United 
States while anxious to make tthe 
treaty with Canala and another with 
the United Kingdom seem not to be in 
any rush about it. It may be a month 
or two before negotiations are com- 
pleted. 
Refunding of Canadian 
National Obligations 

A bill now going through the 
House of Commons seeks authority 
for the Minister of Finance to refund 
“matured, maturing and callable obli- 
gations” of the Canadian National 
Railways, and to issue in their place 
new securities guaranteed by the Di- 
minion Government to an mount not 
exceeding 200 million dollars. The new 
securities will bear lower rates of in- 
terest than teh maturing bonds, 
which of course Means a saving to 
the Government in annual interest 
charges, 


In the discussion over this bill in 
the House the Minister of | Finance 
mentioned that the bonds of the Do- 
minion Government now bear an an- 
nual interest of from 3 1-4 to 3 1-2 per 
cent on the average and that the Can- 


adian National obligations, most of 
which are guaranteed by the Domin- 
fon have an average interest rate of 
about 4 per cent. Through the process 
of refunding the national debt at low- 
er interest rates which has been go- 
ing on for some years, the total in- 
debtedness although now 1000 million 
dollars in excess of the amount of 
the debt 15 years ago has a total in- 
terest charge no higher than it was in 
1924, Where the greatest saving has 
been effected has been in refunding 
bonds issued in the war period when 
interest rates on government borrow- 
ing were 5 to 5 1-2 per cent. In some 
cases these issues were tax exempt. 

To get the lowest rates on money 
it borrows will continue to be the pol- 
icy of the Government, the Finance 
Minister told the House ,but it will 
not break its pledged word. 
Important Questions 
Before Parliament 

Among the important questions be- 
fore the Dominion parliament on 
which debate has already betn resum- 
ed or will shortly come again before 
the houes ase— (a) unemployment 
relief. Earlier in the session the min- 
ister of labour, Mr Norman Rogers 
made a general statement on unem- 
ployment conditions throughout the 
country and the measures of various 
kinds which the government has been 
employing to deal with the conditions. 
The new bill introduced in the House 
of Commons as explained by the Min- 
ister, does not differ materially from 
the Unemployment and Agricultural 
Assistance Act, 1937; (b) Mr Howe's 
transport bill; (c) measures of elec- 
toral reform; (d) a measure for the 
control an dregulation of the opera- 
tions of loan companies. There are 
also a number of other bills, one to 
amend the Farmers’ Creditors Ar- 
rangement Act, one dealing with seal 
fishing in the Pacific, another dealing 
with radio, another coming later to 
amend the criminal code and so on. 
In the senate a committee will invest- 
igate the railway situation in Canada. 
Leading officials of both railway sys: 
tems will be heard before this com- 
mittee, their views on unification and 
other questions will be gtven, and 
perbaps further light will be turned 


tin Canada 
The approach visit of the British 
| Air Commission to Canada after it 


has completed its survey of United 


States Aircraft plants continues to be 
the subject of speculative interest. 
It has become quite clear that Canad- 
ian aircraft manufacturers would wel- 
come the opportunity of supplying air- 
craft to the United Kingdom. It 
seems not at all improbable that in 
future the immunity of Canadian 
plants from the danger of aerial at- 
tack might be a factor in the estab- 
{lishment of an important industry in 
| Canada to supplement the aircraft in- 
‘dustry in Britain. It has been further 
suggested that the same thing might 
japply to French aircraft needs. In 
any event Canadian factories, away 
from the immediate orbit of bombing 
‘planes and also removed from the op- 
| eration of United States neutrality 
i regulations, would seem to be a nor- 
mal and logiccal source of aircraft 
supply for the British forcec.

BANKS live by lending. 


+ 


That is their major source of income, thelr 


or 


rincipal business. They are always on the lookowt 
f good risks. They have to avoid poor ones. 


Let us give an instance. Suppose, say, a mam 
seeking a bank loan, is known to the banker as 
having no business capacity to carry out the pur- 
poses for which he wants the money. He is not 
credit-worthy—he has accumulated nothing, has 


no stake. 


The banker, anxious though he is to make leans, 
knows there is not the remotest chance that this man 
would succeed in his purpose and tells the would-be 
borrower that the bank cannot take the risk. 


But this man has a friend—a 
man who has accumulated some- 
thing and has a stake. Hearing 
of his neighbour’s difficulty, he 
goes to the bank and urges that 
the loan be made. 


“Whose money would you 
have me lend him?” asks the 
manager. “You have a deposit 
here. Would you lend your own 
money ?” 


“Not on your life,” retorts 
Mr. Blank. “Lend him the 


bank’s money.” 


The bank manager, as custo- 
dian of this very man’s own 
money, then ie pains to 
point out that what the sub- 
stantial citizen is really expect- 
ing, is that the bank should 
make a loan which the citizen’s 
own common sense and caution 
would compel him to refuse. 


Before such a man leaves the 
bank he usually agrees that he 
had expected the bank to lend 
where he himself would be un- 
willing. Banks have no magic 
source of credit. 


Here is the core of the whole 
business of a bank’s extending 
credit. Because of the bank’s 
responsibility to its depositors 
it can make loans only where 
repayment is ly cer- 

_ tain. 

i To obtain a loan from a bank 
a borrower must have credit of 
his own. Seldom, if ever, is his 
credit spendable. You cannot 
spend cattle, goods in process of 
manufacture, uncaught fish, un- 
cut timber, or wheat in the 
granary. 

The bank has credit too. 
Millions of small depositors 
have, in effect, lent it their 
money. A tage of this 
money, based on bank experi- 
ence of withdrawals, is kept in 
cash, some more in items of a 
cash nature, more still in assets 
quickly convertible into cash, 
and more in safe investments 
such as marketable government 
and other bonds. Based upon 
this, the bank can extend eredit. 


Because people have confi- 
dence in bank credit, and be- 
cause every promise-to-pay of a 


chartered bank is redeemable m 
cash, on demand, or on a fixed 
date, this form of credit is 
spendable. 


In the case of the borrower, 


credit is the personal 

or attribute oF the indi ividual— 
you youreelf, if you are the bor- 
rower — in character, goods, 
possessions, integrity, ability 
and willingness to repay. 

Your credit is not social, in 
the sense of belonging to the 
community. When you have 
credit, it is your own just as 
your money in a savings ac- 
count is your own. The 
at large have no conceivable 
claim upon it. 


Who monetizes credit? 


The anawer en practical 

urposes is this: man who 
Pinal and therefore controls his 
credit takes the initiative. The 
bank does not go to him. He 
goes to the bank and asks it to 
enable him to obtain credit in 
spendable form in exchange for 
his own unspendable credit. 
The bank does eo; and charges 
him a rental in the form of 
interest, until he repays. 


What happens when he se- 
cures this credit in spendable 


form? 
He spends it. 


He pays the wi of labour, 
the one raw real and of 
manufacture; the cost of seed, 
of feed for hoge and cattle, or 
the expenses of cultivating and 
Rorvesting;, of buying bait or 
catching fish; of cutting trees or 
transporting goods. 

The whole banking process is 
made possible by the concentra- 
tion and cautious handling of 
other people’s money. 

Banks simply dare not risk 
their own solvency and so jeo- 
pardise the of their de- 
positors’ funds, by making loans 
to people who have neither char- 
acter nor credit—nor by mak- 
ing loans even to those who 
have both, without taking every 
reasonable precaution to ensure 
repayment,

Wilfrid Eggleston’s own life is a 
story of achievement under Western 
skies, with later developments in Ot- 
tawa.

Instead of the short seasonal engagement during the rush days of harvest, 
the implement worker is given longer periods of employment, and the days he 
spends in making farm equipment lessens the number of men required In the farm 
field. Thus, these men, during the winter months, help make short work of garnerin 
greater crops during the few and fleeting days of harvest season, and so mony 
the men thus engaged have themselves come from farm hemes.
